This Office Action is responsive to the applicants' amendment filed on August 20, 2004. 

Claims 1 and 6 have been amended. Overall, claims 1-6 are pending in this application.

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art fails to 
disclose or render obvious the claimed combination including: an end member at one end of the 
housing which defines an inlet port and an outlet port; an intermediated adapter member is 
positioned between the end member and the housing and secured to the housing with the end 
member, the end member being one of a first type wherein the ports define a tube-type 
connection and a second type wherein the ports define a threaded type connection.
